A Special Session of the Grand Lodge of Alberta, Independent 
Order of Odd Fellows, was convened by authority of its Advisory 
Board on Wednesday, March 8th, 1944, in the Odd Fellows’ Temple, 
517 Centre Street, 'Calgary, Alberta. 

The Session was formally opened at the hour of 7.30 o’clock p.m., 
the Grand Master, Arthur Young, presiding. 

The Grand Marshal, having made examination, reported that all 
present were qualified to sit in Grand Lodge. 

The Grand Chaplain invoked the Divine Blessing.

To the Officers and Members, 

Grand Lodge of Alberta, I.O.O.F. 

Dear Brothers: 

In presenting this, the official report of my acts and doings since 
taking office as your Grand Master, I do so with feelings of regret that 
I was not able to accomplish more than I have. We look and plan 
ahead, hopeful that time will be ample for our needs, yet, when the 
hour comes to reflect, too frequently we discover how many things 
we wanted to do have been left undone, because of circumstances be¬ 
yond our control. 

As we meet again in annual session, we still find our Country, 
together with the so-called civilized nations, fighting to preserve the 
liberty and justice which we know, and also the principles for which 
our great Order stands. True the tide of battle seems to be turning 
our way, and I hope and trust that during 1944 our heavenly Grand 
Master will guide us to that peace and victory for which we so fre¬ 
quently pray. 

To all members of this Grand Lodge, I bid you welcome to this, 
the 39th annual sessions, and to those who are with us for the first 
time may I urge you to attend all the sessions, as by so doing is the only 
way in which you can completely follow the deliberations of the Grand 
Body, and return to your -Subordinate Lodges with a full report of all 
that transpires. 

DISTRICT DEPUTY GRAND MASTERS 

All recommendations were accepted and 'Commissions forwarded 
immediately. The majority of those appointed have been faithful and 
diligent in the work of their office, and have been a source of great help 
to your Grand Master. To them I extend my sincere thanks. 

PROCLAMATIONS 

The following Proclamations as issued by the Grand Sire were 
re-issued and forwarded to Subordinate Lodges: Anniversary Procla¬ 
mation, Memorial Proclamation, and the Wildey Birthday Proclamation. 

VISITATIONS 

Owing to the man-power shortage, gasoline and tire rationing, 
and restriction on travel, it has not been possible to visit all I would 
have liked to have visited. However, whenever it has not been possible 
for me to accept an invitation to attend any particular Lodge, I have 
arranged to have a representative present. For these acts of courtesy 
my thanks go to Brothers J. H. Cousens, P.G.M.; Murray Saunders, 
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P.G.M.; H. Anderson, D.D.G.M. District No. 2; W. J. Huntingford, 

Deputy Grand Master; C. Fox, Grand Warden, and A. W. Northover, 

Grand Secretary I also wish to extend thanks to Brother Stirling- 

Schroeder, P.G.M., for representing me at the 50th Anniversary of the 

institution of Maple Creek No. 5, Maple Creek, Saskatchewan. 

March 22nd—Norwood Lodge No. 41. This is my own Lodge and the 
Brothers gave me a royal welcome, and offered congratulatory 
messages on my elevation to the office of Grand Master. The 
Second Degree was conferred on two candidates in a very creditable 
manner. 

March 26th—Accompanied the President of the Rebekah Assembly on 
the occasion of her official visit to Maple Leaf Rebekah Lodge 
No. 2. This was their Annual Roll Call. 

April 5th—Ponoka Lodge No. 11. This was the Annual Roll Call, and 
held in conjunction with Hope Rebekah Lodge No. 33. A large 
attendance at the meeting, and at the banquet held afterwards 
about one hundred and twenty-five sat down at the tables. 

April 19th—Magnet Lodge No. 12. On this occasion it was my 
extreme pleasure to present to Brother J. Spinks the Silver 
Meritorious Button awarded by the Grand Sire. Brother Spinks’ 
record showed that he had sponsored twenty-seven new candidates 
in a period of two years. It was a wonderful meeting, over one 
hundred members being present to do honour to Brother Spinks, 
and it is one meeting that will live long in my memory. A class 
of fifteen candidates received the Third Degree, which was con¬ 
ferred by a team from Ponoka Lodge No. 11. An unique feature 
was that the meeting was attended by the Chief Officer of all 
three branches of the Order, namely, Grand Lodge, Grand En¬ 
campment and Patriarchs Militant, as well as the Deputy Grand 
Master. 

April 20th-—District No. 29. At this meeting I installed Brother G. 
Beauchamp as the D.D.G. Master of this District. I was ably 
assisted by Brother 0. S. Martin, P.G.M. 

April 28th—Millet Lodge No. 145. Small attendance, but those present 
are of the right calibre to keep the Lodge alive. 

May 8th—Rocky Mountain House. I was accompanied by the D.G.M., 
W. J. Huntingford; Grand Secretary A. W. Northover; Grand 
Treasurer G. W. Henderson; grand Marshal W. Gerrie, and P.G.P. 
T. Hickmore. This was for the purpose of instituting the new 
Lodge in that town, and I will report this more fully under another 
article. 

May 16th—Joint Anniversary Service of Districts Nos. 28, 29, and 
Rebekah District No. 2, which was held in the I.O.O.F. Temple, 
Edmonton. I had the privilege of addressing the gathering, 
which was conducted by Rev. W. T. Young, of Norwood United 
Church, Edmonton. 
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May 28th—Fort Lodge No. 14. This is another of our weaker Lodges, 
being carried on by the faithful few who all promised to stay with 
the ship until better times come along. 

May 30th—I was invited by the committee in charge of arrangements 
to represent the Odd Fellows of Alberta at the Memorial 
Service in memory of the late Premier William Aberhart, which 
was held in McDougall United Church, Edmonton. I attended 
the service in company with Sister C. Neumann, President of the 
Rebekah Assembly, representing the Rebekahs. 

June 2nd—Lamont Lodge No. 78. This Lodge has been weak for some 
time, but on this date the Third Degree was conferred on four 
Brothers by the degree team of the Veterans’ Association of 
Northern Alberta. I understand that this Lodge has another 
class of candidates and they attribute their success to the Booklets 
issued by the Sovereign Grand Lodge. 

June 8th—I accompanied the D.D.G. Master on his official visit to 
Ryley Lodge No. 75. 

June 17th—Jewel Rebekah Lodge No. 25. Annual Roll Call. 

June 21st—Alix Lodge No. 24, in order to reclaim the Charter of this 
Lodge. 

July 4th—I attended the joint Memorial Service of Districts Nos. 28 
and 29, which was held in the Edmonton Cemetery. 

July 13th—Lamont Lodge No. 78. This was for the purpose of attend¬ 
ing the funeral services of Brother E. Birch, of Lamont Lodge 
No. 78. Brother Birch was one of the pillars of that Lodge and 
will be sadly missed by them. 

July 14th—Millet Lodge No. 145. At this meeting.the officers were 
installed by D.D.G.M. A. Finch and a team from Ponoka. I was 
pleased to note the renewed interest shown by the members of this 
Lodge. 

July 15th—Edmonton Lodge No. 30. It was my pleasure at this meet¬ 
ing to present a Veteran Jewel to Brother George Boothe a good 
steady member of the former Advance Lodge No. 97. 

August 16th—Magnet Lodge No. 12. On this date No. 12 was 
favoured by a visit of the members of the new Lodge at Rocky 
Mountain House. The members of Lacombe conferred the First 
Degree in a very creditable manner. 

Sept. 14th—Friendship Lodge No. 7. At this meeting I installed into 
office the new D.D.G. Master Brother A.B. Cowan the former 
D.D.G.M. having resigned owing to his leaving the district. 

Sept. 21st—Prairie City Lodge No. 135, Grande Prairie. I was 
accompanied on this trip by our Grand Secretary, and I wish to 
express my thanks to Brother Northover for the pleasure of his

company on this journey. At Grande Prairie we had a splendid 
meeting, the Brothers of the Lodge being very appreciative of the 
visit of Grand Lodge Officers, and indications are that this town 
will be one of the best in the north-west part of the province, 
and I am confident that this Lodge will make good in the future. 
The Lodge has rented its hall to the Dominion Government as a 
recreation centre for the troops stationed there, and are now 
meeting in the Masonic Hall. Thanks are extended to Brothers 
Whitlock and Stredulinsky for driving us around the town. 

Sept. 22—Spirit Lodge No. 136, Spirit River. The meeting was not 
very large, but again pleasure was expressed at the visit of the 
Grand Lodge Officers. We had the pleasure of meeting Brother 
Joe Rappel, an Odd Fellow of 52' years’ standing, who, although 
physically handicapped, is a very good worker for his Lodge. 
Thanks are extended to Brother Rappel for his guidance around 
the Peace River country, also to the Brothers who supplied the car. 

Sept. 28th—Friendship Lodge No. 7. It was the 50th Anniversary of 
the institution of that Lodge and was presided over by Brother 
Alf. Brown, P.G.M. who recently celebrated his sixtieth year as 
an Odd Fellow. Congratulations are extended to Friendship Lodge 
No. 7 on the completion of fifty years of useful work on behalf 
of Odd Fellowship in Alberta. 

Oct. 12th—I accompanied the President of the Rebekah Assembly on 
her official visit to Unity Rebekah Lodge No. 26, the occasion 
being the Annual Roll Call. 

Nov. 4th—Annual meeting of Rebekah District No. 2, Edmonton. 

Nov. 6th—Bassano Lodge No. 59. This Lodge has been dormant for 
some considerable time, and efforts to revive it seemed useless, 
but on talking to eight of the members, they appealed to be given 
another chance, all promising to do better in the future. I have 
since received a report from the D.D.G.M. that the Lodge is now 
meeting regularly. 

Nov. 8th—Stettler Lodge No. 32. District Meeting of District No. 18. 
We had a large and interesting meeting; some very lively and 
educational discussions took place, and plans were made to assist 
Cornucopia Lodge No. 125. 

Nov. 12th—Annual Meeting of District No. 28, held at Fort Saskatche¬ 
wan. The attendance was not very large but very interesting. 

Nov. 15th—Namayo Lodge'No. 47. This Lodge is not very large, but 
they are putting forth a lot of energy to assist various charitable 
organizations. 

Nov. 18th—Edmonton Lodge No. 30. A very good and enthusiastic 
meeting. 

Nov. 22nd—Wetaskiwin Lodge No. 8. The Annual Meeting of District 
No. 26. The meeting was attended by a good number of Brothers 
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from all Lodges in the District. Brother Finch, D.D.G.M., con¬ 
ducted the meeting' in a capable manner, and some real live, in¬ 
teresting discussions took place. 

Nov. 23rd—Ryley Lodge No. 75. A real good meeting at which one 
candidate received the Initiatory Degree. This made a class of 
four ready to receive the First Degree. The initiation was con¬ 
ferred in a splendid manner by a team of only nine members. 

Dee. 7th—Annual Meeting of District No. 29. As the D.D.G.M., 
Brother Cowan, was unable to be present owing to illness, I was 
asked to preside at the meeting. I did so, and really had an in¬ 
teresting time. As a part of the meeting, each Lodge in the 
District exemplified some interesting part of the Ritual or Con¬ 
stitution. 

Dec. 13tb—Waskasoo Lodge No. 16. I was very pleased to see so 
many members and visitors at this meeting, and from expressions 
of the members, No. 16 is taking on a new lease of life, one can¬ 
didate already being initiated and another one being ready. My 
thanks are extended to Brother Sheffield, the D.D.G.M., for his 
efforts in bringing so many visitors from Bowden and Penhold. 
Some ten members of Rocky Mountain House Lodge No. 120 were 
also present, making the trip into Red Deer over very icy roads in 
order to be in attendance at the meeting, and to them I say, “Thank 
you, Brothers.” I also had the pleasure of the company of Brother 
Fox, Grand Warden, at this meeting. 

Dec. 14th—Rocky Mountain House Lodge No. 120. I made this visit 
in order to see the progress made by this new Lodge, and I was 
agreeably surprised to note the wonderful strides made. The 
membership at this date is 39; that means an increase of 25 since 
institution eight months ago. The Initiatory Degree was con¬ 
ferred at this meeting, and was a credit to the members of this 
Lodge. My thanks to Brother McCallum for his company on 
this trip. 

Jan. 14th—Edmonton Lodge No. 30. Installation of Officers. At this 
meeting I had the pleasure of presenting two Past Grand Jewels, 
one to Brother Nelson, P.G., of Edmonton Lodge No. 30, and one 
to Brother F. Morris, P.G., of Wainwright Lodge No. 45, who is 
now residing in Edmonton.

Jan. 22nd—Waskatenau Lodge No. 153. This Lodge has been dormant 
for a long time, but upon talking to the members present they all 
wished to have the Charter left, and promised to take further 
interest in the Lodge. I expect better things from this Lodge in 
the future. 


NEW LODGE INSTITUTED 

On May 8th, 1943, I instituted Rocky Mountain House Lodge 
No. 120, located at Rocky Mountain House. Five Charter members, 
nine members admitted by card, and one initiate signed the members’ 
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register at this meeting, which was a good start, and the progress of 
this new Lodge will be reported on in my list of visitations. The 
work of Brother E. Lindsey, the elected N.G., and Brother W. Ellen- 
burgh, the elected D.D.G. Master, is worthy of mention, and it was 
mainly through the efforts of these Brothers that the institution was 
made possible. At the institution I was very ably assisted by Brothers 
Huntingford, D.G.M.; Northover, Grand Secretary; Henderson, Grand 
Treasurer; Gerrie, Grand Marshal, and Brother Hickmore, P.G.P. 

CHARTERS RECLAIMED 

I regret to report that I had to reclaim the Charter of Alix Lodge 
No. 24. This Lodge had been dormant for some considerable time, and 
there seemed no chance of reviving it, I therefore reclaimed the Charter 
on June 21st, 1943. 

CONSOLIDATIONS 

On March 29th, 1943, I consummated the consolidation of Nor¬ 
wood Lodge No. 41 and Mount Pleasant Lodge No. 49. 

April 29th, 1943—On recommendation of the President of the Rebekah 
Assembly, I approved of the consolidation of Beaver Rebekah 
Lodge No. 59 with Maple Leaf Rebekah Lodge No. 2, under the 
name and number of Maple Leaf No. 2.

Installation. 

Aug. 21st—To Prairie City Lodge No. 135. To remove Charter, 
Regalia, etc., to their new meeting place known as the Masonic 
Hall in Grande Prairie, their own hall having been rented to the 
Canadian Government for a recreation centre for military men. 

Sept. 11th—To Langdon Lodge No. 40. To remove Charter, Regalia, 
etc., to a new hall known as the W.I. Hall, Lot 27, Plan 4156, N. 
Langdon. 

Jan. 10th—To Namayo Lodge No. 47. To remove Charter, Regalia, 
etc., to the hall of Norwood Lodge No. 41 for the purpose of Joint 
Installation. , 

DECISIONS 

C. B. Moffatt, D.D.G.M., District No. 12. 

Statement: A P.G. of our Lodge has had a chat with a man who 
he expects will shortly make application to join our Order, and in order 
to give this prospective candidate a better understanding of the organ¬ 
ization, this Brother lent this particular gentleman a Constitution and 
By-Laws belonging to our Lodge. 

Question: Did our Past Grand commit an offence in performing 
such an act: 
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Answer: I can find nothing that makes this act an offence against 
the laws of our Order, as long as it is only the Constitution and 
By-Laws. 

Medicine Hat Lodge No. 3. H. O. Anderson, D.D.G.M. 

Question No. 1: Is a member of the Order, who has attained the 
age of 60 years, and been a contributing member for over 25 years, 
and lapsed into a non-contributing, non-beneficial member, entitled to 
the Veteran Jewel? 

Question No. 2: Is a member of the Order, who went into Provincial 
Lodge No. 200 before he was entitled to a Jewel, entitled to a Veteran 
Jewel when he has been a contributing member for 25 years providing 
he transfers to another active Lodge ?

Question: Is a member (other than the delegates to represent 
the Lodge) eligible to nominate a candidate for D.D.G.M.? 

Answer: Yes. Reference, Section 2, Rules and Regulations Govern¬ 
ing District Associations, Page 65, Constitution Subordinate Lodges.

In accordance with instructions contained in Standing Resolution 
No. 1, I appointed to this committee Brothers E. A. Stark, W. C. 
Gordon and F. George. 

DEFUNCT LODGE REGALIA 

On April 1st, Brother W. Rogers, who was appointed agent, ten¬ 
dered his resignation from that position, and I regretfully accepted. 
Brothers Northover and Henderson kindly offered to take charge of 
this regalia, and I accepted their offer. 

CORRESPONDENCE 

Considerable amount of correspondence has been received and all 
answered as promptly as possible. Several letters have been forwarded 
through the Grand Secretary to the Subordinate Lodges and to 
D.D.G.M’s. These letters I hope have been of some guidance and in¬ 
fluence to those concerned.

LEGISLATION ADOPTED BY SOVEREIGN GRAND LODGE 

The Sovereign Grand Lodge, at the session held in .September, 1943, 
passed certain legislation which I thought would be beneficial to this 
Jurisdiction, and in order to bring these matters before this Grand 
Lodge at the present session, I referred the items mentioned to com¬ 
mittees, with requests that they study the sections, and if they so 
desired, take the necessary action to bring the matters before this 
Grand Lodge in a form suitable to this Jurisdiction. The sections in 
the Code of General Laws amended, and the committee to which they 
were referred are as follows: 
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New section, known as Section 314.1. 

This was referred to a special committee composed of Brothers 
A. D. Campbell, P.G.M., and T. M. McCallum, P.G.M. 

Amendment to Section 854. 

This was referred to the Committee on State of the Order. 

Amendment to Section 267. 

This was referred to the Committee on Finance. 

These committees have completed this assignment, and their 
reports will appear with the officers’ reports. 

STATE OF THE ORDER 

At the present time I have not received sufficient reports to indicate 
the condition,of the Lodges as at December 31st, 1943, but from those 
I have received, and from personal observation, I am inclined to believe 
that 1943 witnessed a general improvement in the Subordinate Lodges, 
not only in regard to membership, but in the renewed interest being 
taken by the membership throughout the province. The progressive 
programmes adopted by some Lodges could be transmitted to other 
Lodges, possibly through our Fraternal Press, and m this way all could 
benefit by the adoption of some successful movement. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

I would respectfully recommend that action be taken toward the 
appointment of a Committee on Returns whose duties would be to 
examine the returns from Subordinate Lodges and point out to the 
interested officers, alterations necessary in order to make their semi¬ 
annual reports balance. 

I would also recommend that the Grand Master, on the advice of 
the Advisory Board, call special meetings of this Grand Lodge at the 
following cities, namely: Calgary, Lethbridge, Medicine Hat and 
Edmonton, for the sole purpose of conferring the Grand Lodge and 
Past Grands’ Degrees. My reason for this recommendation is that 
there are a number of Past Grands in the three latter cities and district 
adjacent thereto who find it very hard to attend the regular sessions 
of this Grand Lodge, and as we will be meeting in Calgary for the 
duration of the war, it is reasonable to expect that interest will be 
stimulated among the Past Grands of these cities and districts if the 
privilege of obtaining the Grand Lodge Degree is extended to them. 
These meetings could be held without extra cost to the Grand Lodge. 
(Should any of the regular officers be unable to attend any of the 
called meetings, the Grand Master, could appoint officers pro-tem. 

ACKNOWLEDGEMENTS 

Before closing my report I must acknowledge the help I have re¬ 
ceived from the Grand Lodge officers, and all those who have assisted 
me in any way in order to make the load lighter. Your acts of kindness 
may seem small to you, but to me they have ben a great inspiration to 
carry on in face of the greatest difficulties. From Sister Neumann, 
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the President of the Rebekah Assembly, I have received the greatest 
co-operation, and we have worked together for the good of our Order 
in both branches. 

I cannot let this opportunity pass without expressing to our Grand 
Secretary my heartfelt thanks for the many kindly acts and deeds 
he has performed in order to assist me in my work. He is a tower 
of strength in the position he holds and a wonderful help to any 
officer, and so I say to Brother Bill Northover, “Thank you,” from 
the bottom -of my heart. 

CONCLUSION 

And now it is time for me to prepare to hand over the Jewel of 
Office to my successor. 

I had looked forward with pleasure to my regime as your Grand 
Master, and had prepared to fill the position to the best of my ability, 
but the war upset all pre-arranged plans, and so I must be judged on 
what has been accomplished. 

I have enjoyed my work, and all inconveniences have been more 
than compensated for by the kindness, co-operation, and hospitality of 
all the Brothers I have met, and to all I wish to express my deep 
appreciation. 

My work as your Grand Master is over, but my work as an Odd 
Fellow is not, and I hope that the experience I have gained during the 
past year will greatly assist me in the years to come 

And so I leave you with the following lines in verse: 

“We have come to the close of another year, 

With its record of hopes and fears, 

Let us cherish the joy achievement has wrought, 

Forgetting the blunders and tears. 

So we go with the thought that is clear and strong—- 
’Tis a call from our Master true— 

This new year brings a chance to give of our best— 

I will give of my best! Will you?”

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Report of Deputy Grand Master

To the Officers and Members of 

The Grand Lodge of Alberta, I.O.O.F. 

With the close of my year of office as your Deputy Grand Master, 
1 esteem it a pleasing duty to record my activities on behalf of our 
Grand Lodge and the Order in general. 

At each of my visitations I have been most cordially and fraternally 
received, and have endeavored at all times to put forward (sometimes 
in very plain language, maybe) the necessity of living Odd Fellowship 
as well as proclaiming it. I stressed at all times the dire need for 
the “oldsters” to faithfully carry on during the absence of so many 
of our younger members while serving King and Country, and also 
the thought of “Youth and Odd Fellowship”, to the end that at some 
time in the near future now our Order may be greatly strengthened 
in numbers by additions of hundreds of those who honestly believe in 
the Fatherhood of God and the Brotherhood of Man. 

My visitations have been as follows: 

March 13th—Attended meeting of Advisory Board in the Temple 
in Calgary. 

March 15th—Visited Narnayo No. 47, Edmonton. Good attendance 
for my official visit. Introduced by Bro. G. Smith, D.D.G.M. of District 
No. 29, accompanied by Grand Master Arthur Young, and Bro. T. M. 
McCallum, P.G.M. and P.G.P.’s W. Dawson, Dave Wilson, H. Mac¬ 
donald, and A. Woodard.

At this gathering the official introductions included a very large number 
of' Grand Lodge and Grand Encampment officers (both past and 
present) nearly every one of whom extended greetings to the large 
assemblage. Supper followed the close of business. 

November 23rd—'Conferred with Grand Secretary Northover at 
his office. 

November 24th—Journeyed to Medicine Hat, from which point 
Brother Vic. Anderson, of Redclift’, D.D.G.M. District No. 2, motored 
me to Etzikom. At the official visit to the brothers there, N.G. Bro. 
Stronsmoe presided over a nice attendance, some of whom had driven 
in very many miles to attend the meeting. Was given a hearty wel¬ 
come upon being introduced by Bro. Boisner. This lodge although not 
strong in numbers is working hard to keep interest in our Order until 
the return of a number of their younger members who are in uniform 
They are making big improvements to their hall, and promised to do 
their utmost to find candidates in their district. Thanks again, Vic., 
for the long but enjoyable drive! 
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November 25th—An official visit to Medicine Hat Lodge No. 3 
coincided with a really big night in Odd Fellowship for those members.

1941-1942 

The total expended for relief in 1941 was $3,601,157.09, as com¬ 
pared with $3,991,995.35 in 1940. In 1942 there was expended the sum 
of $3,158,235.68 as compared with $3,601,157.09 in 1941. The total 
invested funds for Grand and Subordinate bodies in 1941 was 
$69,713,871.97, as compared with $80,004,232.17 in 1940. In 1942 the 
invested funds were $67,013,739.54 as compared with $69,713,871.97 
in 1941. The total expended for relief from 1830 to 1942 was 
$326,619,701.95. 

The past two years have been rather trying, inasmuch as I have 
not known from day to day how long we would be able to procure the 
various supplies furnished by this office. Government regulations 
have curtailed and in many instances prohibited the use of material 
necessary for the manufacture of some of our supplies. We have, 
therefore, discontinued numerous items heretofore furnished. All 
indications are that our present situation will not improve, but will 
continue for the duration. 

I earnestly recommend that Grand Bodies order liberal stocks, as 
this may be the means of preventing disappointment and delay in 
supplying their lodges. 

There is an old saying that “every cloud has a silver lining” and 
this may be truthfully said in connection with the business affairs of 
The Sovereign Grand Lodge. Notwithstanding the uncertainties expe¬ 
rienced, I am happy to report that during the fiscal year 1941-1942 
we were fortunate in securing a substantial stock of supplies and 
were therefore able to show a profit of $80,000.60, an increase over 
the previous year of $4,742.38. In the same period of time we also 
collected commissions on regalia contracts in the sum of $3,803.34, 
which is not included in the profit figure. 

During the fiscal year 1942-1943 we were faced with an inability 
to procure several items of supplies; however, by making necessai'y 
changes in the specifications we were able to carry on and show a 
profit of $69,115.68. We also collected in commissions on regalia con¬ 
tracts the sum of $3,013.93 which is not included in the profit item. 

The financial condition of The Sovereign Grand Lodge shows a 
healthy trend, and I submit the following for your perusal: 

In 1930 the assets of The Sovereign Grand Lodge were $473,067.86, 
and at the close of 1937, $380,261.81, a decrease of $92,806.35. From 
the year 1938 to the close of our books on June 30th, 1943, our asset* 
were $476,282.22, an increase of $96,020.41. 
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Before concluding my report may I leave this one thought: 

In the days to come, when the war clouds have vanished, and the 
rebuilding of a war-torn world begins, we as a fraternity will be 
faced with a DUTY and a TASK that must be met and accomplished. 
I believe it is imperative that we plan and prepare so that we may 
ably assume the character of the Good Samai'itan, which so definitely 
portrays the ideals and principles of our beloved Order.

The membership in Hawaii continues to be the largest contrib 
utors per capita—their total contribution being $2,000.00—a per capita 
of $3.39 plus. 

The membership in the Canal Zone occupies second place with a 
total contribution of $531.80—$2.79 plus per capita. The Rebekahs 
of the District of Columbia are in third place with donations totaling

NEW LEGISLATION ADOPTED BY THE SOVEREIGN 
GRAND LODGE 
Substitute for Bill 1 

A Bill to Amend Section 705, Code of General Laws of 
the I.O.O.F.—Grand Representatives 

B'> it enacted by The Sovereign Grand Lodge, That Section 705, 
Code of General Laws, be amended by striking out the figure “8” and 
inserting in lieu thereof the word “ten”, and by striking out the figures 
“$6.00” and inserting in lieu thereof the figures “$7.00”, so that 
said section as amended shall read as follows: 

‘Section 705. Grand Representatives. Grand Representatives shall 
not be entitled to receive any stated compensation or other emolu¬ 
ment, but shall be allowed mileage of ten cents per mile one way. to 
be computed from their respective residence to the place of meeting 
of The Sovereign Grand Lodge by the nearest travelled route according 
to the distance laid down in the United States Postal Guide, and a 
per diem of $7.00 for not less than six days for each regular session of 
The Sovereign Grand Lodge.” 
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Bill 4 

Bill 4. A Bill to Amend the Code of General Laws by Repeal¬ 
ing' Sections 43 and 44 Enacting in Lieu Thereof a New 
Section to Be Numbered Section 43. 

“Be it enacted by The Sovereign Grand Lodge, that Sections 43 and 
44 of the Code of General Laws be repealed and that there be enacted 
in lieu thereof a new section to be numbered Section 43, to read as 
follows: 

“Section 43. Nurse Hire. Grand Bodies shall have power to enact 
laws providing, or to authorize their subordinates to prescribe by by¬ 
law, for the care of their sick or disabled members who shall, need 
continued attention, by the employment of nurses or watchers who 
shall be paid such compensation for their services as the by-laws may 
prescribe and may make such regulations governing such employ¬ 
ment, not contrary to the laws and usages of the Order, as may be 
deemed proper.” 

Bill 5.—A Bill to Amend Section 247 of the Code of General Laws 
Relating to Degree Lodges 

Be it enacted by The Sovereign Grand Lodge, That Section 247 
of the Code of General Laws be amended by striking out the words 
“shall not be authorized to confer the initiatory degree upon any 
candidate, and” and by striking out the word “only” after the word 
“shall”, and inserting it after the word “degrees” and by striking out 
the word “remaining”, so that said section when amended shall read 
as follows: 

“Section 247. Degrees Authorized to Be Conferred. A degree 
lodge shall be authorized to confer the degrees only when in receipt of 
a certificate reciting that the applicant has been duly elected to receive 
such degree or degi'ees and is qualified and entitled to rceeive the 
same.” 


Bill 6. A Bill to Amend Section 321 of the Code of General Laws. 

Be it enacted by The Sovereign Grand Lodge, That the Code of 
General Laws be amended by repealing the first and third paragraphs 
of Section 321 and by amending the second paragraph thereof so that 
said section when amended will read as follows: 

Section 321, Special Funds. Grand Bodies may authorize their 
subordinate bodies to create special or contingent funds by voluntary 
contributions or the holding of entertainment or bazaars where no 
portion of the expense therewith is chargeable to any regular fond 
of the subordinate body and to use such funds for any of the purposes 
authorized in Section 323. 

' “Subordinate bodies under the immediate jurisdiction of The Sov¬ 
ereign Grand Lodge may, dispensation therefor being granted by the 
Grand Sire, create special or contingent funds as provided by this 
section.” 
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Bill 7. A Bill to Amend the Code of General Laws by Repealing 

Sections 309, 329, 330, 331 and 389 Thereof, and by Enacting 
in Lieu Thereof a New Section to Be Numbered 330. 

Be it enacted by The Sovereign Grand Lodge, That Sections 309, 
329, 330, 331 and 389 of the Code of General Laws be and are hereby 
repealed and that there be enacted in lieu thereof a new section as 
follows: 

Section 330. Funds of Defunct Subordinate Bodies. When a 
subordinate lodge, encampment, Rebekah lodge, Canton, Junior Lodge or 
Theta Rho Girls’ Club shall be or become dissolved either by surrender or 
forfeiture of its charter, all money, property and effects belonging to 
such subordinate body shall immediately become the property of the 
Grand Body having jurisdiction. The Grand Body obtaining title to 
such funds or property shall apply the same to the payment of any valid 
contractual or accrued obligation of such body. Any balarice remain¬ 
ing in the general fund after the payment of all valid obligations may, 
in the discretion of the Grand Body, be applied to the creation and 
maintenance of an Aged Odd Fellows’ Fund, or to the credit of a 
Home Endowment Fund, or turned into the general funds of the Grand 
Body, or disposed of in such a manner as may conform to the prin¬ 
ciples of the Order. If there be not sufficient funds to pay the obliga¬ 
tion in full, the Grand Body shall pay such obligations pro rata. A 
Grand Body shall not be liable for any unpaid obligations of a defunct 
subordinate body, except as herein provided. 

“Should the defunct subordinate body during its existence have 
created or been in possession of funds or property belonging to a 
special fund, it shall be the duty of the Grand Body to make such 
disposition of it as will in the discretion of the Grand Body conform 
most nearly to the purposes for which such fund was created or 
held.” 

Bill 8. A Bill to Amend Section 442 and to Repeal Sections 443 
to 456, Inclusive, of the Code of General Laws. 

Be it enacted by The Sovereign Grand Lodge, That Section 442 
of the Code of General Laws be repealed and re-enacted, so that when 
re-enacted the said section will read as follows: 

“Section 442. Supervisory Powers. A Grand Patriarch of a 
Grand Encampment shall have the same supervisory powers over the 
affairs of such Grand Encampment and its subordinate encampments 
as are conferred upon a Grand Master of Grand Lodge over the affairs 
of a Grand Lodge and its subordinate lodges. All provisions of this 
code of laws relating to the authority and duties of a Grand Master, 
shall apply to the authority and duties of a Grand Patriarch, insofar 
as the same may be made applicable to a Grand Encampment and its 
subordinate encampments.” And be it further enacted by The Sovereign 
Grand Lodge, That Sections 443 to 456, inclusive, of the Code of Gten- 
eral Laws be and are hereby repealed. 

And be it further enacted by The Sovereign Grand Lodge, That 
Sections 443 to 456, inclusive, of the Code of General Laws be and are 
hereby repealed. 
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Bill 9. A Bill to Repeal Section 500 of the Code of General Laws. 

Be it enacted by The Sovereign Grand Lodge, That Section 500 
of the Code of General Laws entitled “Cannot Continue Membership 
After Charter Surrendered”, be and is hereby repealed. 

Bill 10. A Bill to Repeal Subsection 4A of Section 620 of the 
Code of General Laws. 

Be it enacted by The Sovereign Grand Lodge, That subsection A4 
of Section 620 of the Code of General Laws, providing for a jewel for 
Grand Representatives be and is hereby repealed. 

Bill 11. A Bill to Amend Section 720 of the Code of 
General Laws. 

Be it enacted by The Sovereign Grand Lodge, That Section 720 of 
the Code of General Laws be amended by adding the following sentence 
thereto: “Application for bound volumes of the Journal shall be made 
within sixty days after the close of the session of the even numbered 
years” so that section when thus amended will read as follows: 

“Section 720. As the journals of The Sovereign Grand Lodge 
accumulate, they shall be assembled and bound into such number as 
may reasonably meet present and future needs, and unless otherwise 
provided by The Sovereign Grand Lodge, such bound volumes shall in¬ 
clude the Journals of two sessions, the session of an odd and an even- 
numbered year—in the order here named, and shall be issued after 
the close of the session on each even-numbered year. Application for 
bound volumes of the Journal shall be made within sixty days after the 
close of the session on the even-numbered years.” 

Bill 12. A Bill to Amend the Code of General Laws by Repealing 
and Re-Enacting Section 802. 

Be it enacted by The Sovereign Grand Lodge, That Section 802 
of the Code of General Laws be repealed and re-enacted so that said 
section when re-er.acted will read as follows: 

“Section 802. Lodges Under the Sovereign Grand Lodge. The 
meetings of all subordinate lodges working under the immediate juris¬ 
diction of The Sovereign Grand 'Lodge shall be held weekly unless an 
annual term shall be adopted, in which event meetings may be held 
weekly, bi-weekly or semi-monthly. 

A subordinate lodge which has adopted an annual term with 
weekly meetings may hold its regular meetings semi-monthly instead 
of weekly during any three consecutive months in any term. The Grand 
Sire may grant dispensations to subordinate lodges to dispense with 
regular meetings for a period not to exceed two months in any cal¬ 
endar year.” 

Bill 13. A Bill to Repeal Sections 801 and 801A of the Code of 
General Laws and to Enact in Lieu Therefor a New 
Section to be Numbered Section 801. 

Be it enacted by The Sovereign Grand Lodge, That Section 801 
and 801A of the Code of General Laws be repealed and that there be 
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enacted in lieu therefor a new section to be numbered Section 801 and 
to read as follows: 

“Section 801. Subordinate Lodges Shall Meet—When. The meet 
ing of all subordinate lodges under the jurisdiction of a Grand Lodge 
shall be held weekly unless .such Grand Lodge shall by appropriate 
legislation authorize or prescribe annual terms for its subordinates. 
When a Grand Lodge shall have authorized or prescribed annual terms 
it may empower its subordinate lodges to provide, by by-law, that 
regular meetings may be held weekly, bi-weekly or semi-monthly. 
A subordinate lodge which has adopted an annual term with weekly 
meetings may hold its regular meetings semi-monthly instead of 
weekly during any three consecutive months in any term.” 

■Substitute for Bill 14. A Bill to Enable Grand Bodies to Create, 
Establish, Maintain, and Administer a Funeral 
Benefit and Expense Fund. 

Be it enacted by The Sovereign Grand Lodge, That a new section 
be added to the Code of General Laws to be known as Section 314-1, 
reading as follows: 

“Section 314-1. A funeral benefit and expense fund may be created, 
established and maintained by Grand Bodies. 

“(a) Notwithstanding any and all provisions of the laws of the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge to the contrary, it shall be lawful for a Grand 
Body, by appropriate legislation, to .create, establish, maintain and 
provide for the administration of a special fund by such Grand Body, 
to be known as the “Funeral Benefit and Expense Fund”, for the pur¬ 
pose of providing for the payment of funeral benefits or funeral ex¬ 
penses of and for qualified deceased brothers subject to its jurisdiction, 
which said fund, if and when so created and established by a Grand 
Body, shall be 'created, established and maintained by such body by 
means of dues and assessments levied upon the individual members of 
the Jurisdiction by the Grand Body and paid by such members to such 
Grand Body through the agency of their respective subordinate bodies 
in such manner, in such amount and under such penalty, for non¬ 
payment as the law of the Jurisdiction may require; provided, that in 
lieu of providing for the levying of said dues and assessments, and if 
the Grand Body shall have first determined that voluntary contribu¬ 
tions of the membership of the Jurisdiction will provide the amount 
necessary for the creation, establishment and maintenance of said 
Funeral Benefit and Expense Fund, said Grand Body may so legislate. 

“(b) No Grand Body shall pledge any of its assets as security for 
the payment of any such benefits or expenses, and neither shall such 
Grand Body be or become liable for the payment of any such benefits 
or expenses, except from such funeral benefit and expense fund, from 
its own funds provided, a Grand Body, in its discretion, may allocate 
to said fund all or any portion of the funds and assets of its defunct 
subordinate bodies, not otherwise set apart by the laws of the Order, 
as it may deem expedient. 
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“(c) A Grand Body may, by appropriate legislation, authorize 
the securing of funeral benefit and expense insurance for the member¬ 
ship of its Jurisdiction of and from a reputable insurance company or 
companies authorized by the laws of the State, province or country to 
do business therein, and provide for the payment of the premiums 
thereon by the individual membership of the Jurisdiction through the 
agency of the subordinate bodies thereof or the agency of the Grand 
Body itself, as it may elect. 

“(d) A Grand Body enacting legislation pursuant to this section 
and having actually provided therein for the payment of funeral 
benefits and expenses to its membership, may authorize the discon¬ 
tinuance of the payments of funeral benefits or funeral expenses, as 
the case may be, by its subordinate bodies as heretofore provided by 
the laws of The Sovereign Grand Lodge, the Grand Body and/or the 
subordinate body.” 

Bill 15. A Bill to Amend Section 854 of the Code of General 
Laws Relating to Real and Personal Property. 

Be it enacted by The Sovereign Grand Lodge, That Section 854 
of the Code of General Laws be amended by adding a new sentence 
thereto as follows: 

“Section 854. No subordinate body of the Order shall have power 
or authority to dispose of its real or personal property and dissipate 
or distribute the same for the purpose of defeating the reversionary 
interest of the Grand Body having jurisdiction over it, in such property, 
nor shall a subordinate body have power or authority to sell, convey 
or otherwise dispose of its real or personal property except for the 
purpose of applying the proceeds thereof to the uses and purposes of 
the Order. Grand Bodies may enact such rules and regulations relating 
to the sale and disposition of the real and personal property of their 
subordinate bodies as they may deem advisable.” 

Substitute for Bill 16. Re-Investment of Funds. 

Be it enateted by The Sovereign Grand Lodge. 

“Section 676. Re-Investment of Funds. The Grand Sire, Grand 
Secretary, Grand Treasurer, and the Chairman of the Committee on 
Finance, or in case of an emergency the majority of them, shall have 
authority to sell securities constituting investments of The Sovereign 
Grand Lodge for the purpose of re-investment and to re-invest the 
funds realized from such sale as provided in Section 675 for the invest¬ 
ment of excess funds.” 


Bill 31 

Be it enacted by The Sovereign Grand Lodge, That Section 379A 
of the General Laws be repealed and the following be enacted in lieu 
thereof: 
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“Section 379A. Grand Jurisdictional Lodges, Encampments and 
Rebekah Lodges—How Created and How Operated. Grand Lodges, 
Grand Encampments and Rebekah Assemblies shall have authority to 
create a lodge, encampment or Rebekah Lodge, the members of all 
defunct lodges, encampments or Rebekah lodges may be transferred 
upon a lodge, encampment or Rebekah Lodge becoming defunct or 
the charter recalled or surrendered and effects taken over by the Grand 
Body. Each Grand Jurisdictional Lodge, Encampment or Rebekah 
Lodge shall be under direct supervision and direction of the Officers 
of the respective Grand Lodge, Grand Encampment or Rebekah Assem¬ 
bly as the case may be. Any member of a lodge, encampment or 
Rebekah Lodge which has become defunct or whose charter has been 
surrendered or recalled shall have the right to apply for and receive 
from the Secretary, Scribe or Rebekah Secretary of .such Grand Juris- 
tional Lodge, Encampment or Rebekah Lodge, a defunct certificate 
and file the same with said Grand Jurisdictional Lodge, Encampment 
or Rebekah Lodge and by so doing he or she shall have all of the 
rights and privileges of a member of a subordinate lodge, encamp¬ 
ment or Rebekah Lodge except the right of pecuniary benefits and 
the right to vote, and such other limitations as the Grand Body may 
prescribe. 

“The Officers of such Grand Jurisdictional Lodge, Encampment 
or Rebekah Lodge shall have authority to receive applications for with¬ 
drawal cards or transfer certificates and to grant and issue same just 
as subordinate bodies do under the present laws of the Order and the 
member shall have the right to join any active lodge, encampment or 
Rebekah Lodge under the same condition as any other member under 
the prevailing laws of the Order. 

“All members of a Grand Jurisdictional Lodge, Encampment or 
Rebekah Lodge except those placed on the non-contributing roll, shall 
pay such dues and fees as shall be prescribed by the Grand Body creating 
the Jurisdictional Lodge, Encampment or Rebekah Lodge and the 
Secretary Scribe or Rebekah Secretary of such lodge, encampment or 
Rebekah Lodge shall issue a receipt for the amount so paid. 

“The Grand Secretary shall be ex-officio Secretary of such Juris¬ 
dictional Lodge, the Grand Scribe shall be ex-officio Scribe of the 
Jurisdictional Encampment and the Rebekah Assembly Secretary shall 
be ex-officio Secretary of the Jurisdictional Rebekah Lodge and as such 
Officers shall keep an accurate account of all moneys received and 
shall make an annual report to the Grand Lodge, Grand Encampment 
or Rebekah Assembly as the case may be, and said moneys so received 
shall be subject to disposition by such Grand Body. The Grand Treas¬ 
urer of each respective Grand Body shall be ex-officio Treasurer of such 
Jurisdictional Lodge, Encampment or Rebekah Lodge and shall make 
annual reports to the respective Grand Body having jurisdiction over 
such lodge, encampment or Rebekah Lodge. 

“The duties of the Officers shall be the same duties as prescribed 
for subordinate officers of a subordinate lodge, encampment or Rebekah 
Lodge.” 
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Bill 32 

Be it enacted by The Sovereign Grand Lodge, That the legislation 
passed (page 688 S.G.L. Journal, 1932. Charges and Regulations for 
Consolidating Subordinate Lodges) be repealed and the following sub¬ 
stituted therefor: 

Charges and Regulations for Consolidating Subordinate Lodges. 

Grand Master: Has.Lodge No.and. 

Lodge No.. made proper application for consolidation; and 

have they complied with the Constitution, rules and regulations of 
The Sovereign Grand Lodge 

Grand Secretary. Grand Master.Lodge No. 

and.Lodge No..have made proper application to 

consolidate under the name and number of .Lodge No 

. and in compliance with the Constitution, By-Laws and 

Regulations of the Grand Lodge of. also the Constitution, 

Rules and Regulations of The Sovereign Grand Lodge. 

(The Grand Master calls up the Lodge). 

Grand Master: Brothers, acting by authority of the Grand Lodge 

of ., I do hereby proclaim.Lodge No. 

.and . Lodge No.. duly consoli¬ 
dated under the style and title of .Lodge No. 

Independent Order of Odd Fellows; and do authorize and employ you 
henceforth to do and perform all such things as may of right belong 
to a regularly constituted lodge of brothel's, and may all your doings be 
directed by the principles of justice, love and truth. Officers and 
brothers: So be it. 

The Chaplain will invoke the Divine Blessing. 

Chaplain: Most Holy and Gracious Father, Supreme Ruler of 
Heaven and of Earth, with reverence we implore Thy blessing and 
protection upon this Lodge, and humbly beseech Thee to inspire its 
members with love for each other and with fear of offending Thee. Let 
all their actions be directed to advance Thy Glory and the well-being 
of their fellow-men; grant them firmness to obey Thy laws, and meek¬ 
ness in submitting Thy judgments. In mercy pardon our transgres¬ 
sions ; be with u.s at all times, lead us to paths of righteousness and 
peace, and teach us to be grateful to Thee for the manifold blessings 
we receive at Thy hands.

Resolution 8. 

Whereas, the Order in America owes its parentage to the Man¬ 
chester Unity and for many years worked under charter granted by 
that body; and 

Whereas, some differences of opinion resulted in the Grand Lodge 
of the United States severing its connection with the parent body a 
century ago; and 

Whereas, the objectives of both bodies are akin and a friendly 
relationship has existed between the two organizations for many 
years; and 

Whereas, during the present great war it has been discovered 
that members of the Manchester Unity have extended many courtesies 
to members of the Independent Order who happened to be stationed 
in Great Britain and, in some instances have conferred honorary 
membership upon members of the fighting forces who were able to 
identify themselves as Odd Fellows; and 

Whereas, there may be possibilities of a more friendly relationship 
existing between the parent and child organizations; 

Therefore Be It Resolved, that a special committee of three be 
appointed to study tile possibilities of bringing about a more intimate 
relationship between the two Orders and to report back to this Grand 
lxidge upon their findings. 


Resolution 21. 

Resolved, that for all the purposes of the Independent Order of 
Odd Fellows, the Maoris of New Zealand and the American Indian of 
the full-blood and of Indian-and-white blood be and are considered as 
of white blood. 


In presenting this report we feel that we have not done justice 
to the full proceedings of Sovereign Grand Lodge, but we have to the 
best of our ability given you a synopsis of the work which particu¬ 
larly pertains to our jurisdiction and we hope it will meet with your 
approval. 

While all proceedings of Sovereign Grand Lodge have a general 
bearing on lodges here and everywhere, yet we thought it would not 
be necessary to include all this in our report as the same can be found 
in the Sovereign Grand Lodge Journal. 

We wish further to acknowledge that Sovereign Grand Lodge not 
only builds laws and constitutions but it builds character. The prin¬ 
ciples of Friendship, Love and Truth were exemplified throughout the 
full proceedings. The room was filled with it as ether fills the air. 
We breathed it. We lived on it and were made the better for it. 
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How often we wished that all the members of our jurisdiction 
might have been with us to bring back some of its glory to glamour 
these drab days which are but a muddled memory of what they 
should be. 

We sincerely appreciate the honor and privilege of representing 
the jurisdiction of Alberta at the Sovereign Grand Lodge Session held 
in the Morrison Hotel in the city of Chicago on September 20th to 
September 24th, 1943, and respectfully submit our report.

JOURNAL OF PROCEEDINGS, 1944 


Report of Fraternal Delegate 


To the Officers and Members, Grand Lodge of Alberta, I.O.O.F.: 
Brothers: 

As per the appointment of the Grand Master as Fraternal Dele¬ 
gate to represent the Grand Lodge of Alberta, I.O.O.F., to the Grand 
Lodge 'Sessions of British Columbia, I was pleased to do, and this is 
my short report of the same. 

This Session was to have been held in Victoria, but the Victoria 
Brothers decided that owing to transportation and accommodation 
problems being too difficult to overcome, asked the Vancouver Brothers 
to hold the 'Sessions in Vancouver, which was done. 

Last year the Grand Lodge left the decision of holding a 1943 
Session to the judgment of its Standing Committee, owing to war 
conditions. 

This committee met February 26th, and after surveying the 
situation, decided that the emergency was no greater this year than 
last, and other jurisdictions and organizations were carrying on as 
usual, and the Order would benefit from holding the Session and de¬ 
cided to do so; therefore the 69th Annual Session was held in the 
I.O.O.F. Hall, 2214 Main Street, Vancouver, on the 9th and 10th of 
June, 1943, with Grand Master Alex McCabe presiding. 

First day, June 9th—9.15 a.m., conferring the Grand Lodge and 
Past Grand Degrees. 10 a.m., address of welcome by Mayor J. W. 
Cornett, who was suitably thanked by Grand Master McCabe, after 
which Fraternal delegates were received. I was introduced by Past 
Grand Masters McDonald and Elliott, also Past Grand Patriarch Dave 
Wilson who accompanied me on the visitation. We were welcomed by 
the Grand Master, and as Fraternal Delegate I was escorted to a 
chair on his left. At 11.30 a.m. the Grand Lodge adjourned to attend 
the ceremony of placing a wreath at the Cenotaph from the Pender 
and Hamilton Street I.O.O.F. Hall. The wreath was placed by Grand 
Master McCabe, and Sister Bessie Bridge, President of the Rebekah 
Assembly. Rev. Bro. A. M. Sanford officiated in prayers; the attend¬ 
ance was very good and a delightful day. 

The Grand Lodge re-assembled at 2 p.m. when reports from the 
various committees were received and dealt with. 

An emergency resolution was passed giving authority up to Decem¬ 
ber 31st, 1944, to Subordinate Lodges to admit to membership in their 
respective Lodges by Initiation on the payment of not less than Four 
Dollars, and Two Dollars each for First, Second, and Third Degrees. 

The same arrangement as last year in leaving the holding of the 
1944 Grand Lodge Sessions to the judgment of the Standing Commit¬ 
tee as to whether it will be held or not. 
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The United War Effort Committee, I.O.O.F., composed of members 
■of all 'branches of the Order in British Columbia, had a splendid report. 
In the last three years they have raised in various ways the sum of 
$21,300.00, from which was purchased 3 Ambulances, 6 Hospital Beds, 
2 Utilican Vans, 1 Surgical and 2 Hospital Units, and also donated 
$4,000.00 to the 'Lord Mayor’s Fund. All gifts were suitably acknowl¬ 
edged. This is truly a splendid showing by the Brothers and Sisters of 
British Columbia. The same Committee is continuing under the chair¬ 
manship of P. G. Master Andy Herron. 

During the afternoon I was called on and conveyed your best 
wishes and Fraternal Greetings from the Grand Lodge of Alberta, and 
explained the reason of not having our regular session. I was as usual 
well received and asked to return their best wishes to Alberta Grand 
Lodge. 

Second day, June 10th—Grand Lodge re-assembled at 9 a.m. with a 
good attendance, when various reports from committees were taken 
up and dealt with in a fraternal manner. 

They have five Junior Lodges in British Columbia, but none have 
been operating for some time. They have had a loss in membership, 
106 of which were by death. Owing to war conditions membership is 
affected similarly to our own. 

The estimated per capita tax for the coming year was set at $1.20, 
and home fund $1.00, the same as last year. 

During the elections of officers 118 ballots were cast, and the fol¬ 
lowing officers elected:

Deputy Grand Master .. James R. Hunter 

Grand Warden F. V. Whitworth 

Grand Secretary . . E. L. Webber 

Grand Treasurer . Russell Brealey 

Grand Representative . Alex. McCabe 

The Grand Master requested P. G. Master Andy Herron to instal 
the officers, which he did in his usual splendid manner. 

I attended all sessions and was pleased to meet several Brothers 
from our own Jurisdiction, namely, P. G. Master Lome Stewart, Onslow 
Vanbuskirk and John Wilson, both Past Grands of Friendship No. 7— 
all of them now living at the Coast. 

The Sessions were well presided over by Grand Master Alex. 
McCabe, and the business cai'ried on in a fraternal manner. 

The Grand Lodge closed at 5 p.m., and at 7 p.m. a banquet was 
held in Hotel Georgia, when two hundred attended, after which a 
Grand Ball took place, this being the only social event of the session. 
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I wish to thank the Grand Master for the appointment, which I 
enjoyed thoroughly, and trust the confidence you placed in me, and that 
this short report will meet with your approval and also of the Grand 
Lodge.

Calgary. 

Dear Sirs and Brothers: 

We, your Special Committee appointed by the Grand Master during 
the recess of the Grand Lodge for the purpose of considering the 
Substitute for Bill 14, adopted at the last session of the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge, and relating to the authority given to Grand Lodges to 
Create, Establish, Maintain and Administer a Funeral Benefit and 
Expense Fund, beg to report as follows: 

We regret that the time allotted to us has been altogether too short 
to permit of a full and complete investigation of this most important 
question. However, from enquiries which have been made, we are of the 
opinion that it would be impracticable to obtain Funeral Benefit and 
Expense Insurance from any Insurance Company—at least in Edmon¬ 
ton—as none of the companies we have interviewed, and who are 
usually interested in Group Insurance, would undertake to even con¬ 
sider the proposal unless a principal of at least $500.00 per member 
was involved. In addition, they would require complete data on the 
ages, occupations, etc., of our entire membership, and this, we consider, 
would be a tabulation too laborious to undertake. 

Your Committee therefore agreed that the Grand Lodge could 
possibly maintain and administer such a Fund without any outside 
assistance, and with this thought in mind, we have prepared an amend¬ 
ment to our Grand Lodge Constitution, and which is attached hereto. 

We frankly admit that the amendment is not as complete as it 
should be, and we are very doubtful, even if such new legislation is 
desired, if it would be adopted in its present form. Any beneficial 
changes, therefore, which may be suggested, would have the full 
approval of the Committee. The main purposes of the amendment is 
to bring the matter before the Grand Lodge, and to form a basis for 
discussion, and to give the Grand Lodge an opportunity of taking advan¬ 
tage of the Sovereign Grand Lodge legislation, should it so desire.

To the Grand 'Master, Officers and Members 
of the Grand Lodge of Alberta, I.O.O.F. 

Dear Sirs and Brothers: 

We, your Committee on State of the Order, to whom was referred, 
by the Grand Master, through the office of the Grand Secretary, the 
amendment to Section 854, Code of General Laws, enacted at the 
sessions of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, I.O.O.F., 1943, beg to submit 
the following report and recommendation. 

After having given careful consideration to the said enactment, 
as well as having given fair perusal to the provisions as set out in the 
various sections of the Constitution of the Grand Lodge of Alberta, 
I.O.O.F., we have arrived at the following conclusions that, the direc¬ 
tions and instructions contained in sections 91, 92 and 9‘3 of said Con¬ 
stitution, appear adequate. That is to say: First, Explicit, in respect 
to the duties of the officers of a Subordinate Lodge; sceond, these 
sections give clear directions with regard to the conduct of the officers 
in respect to the funds and other properties of a Subordinate Lodge; 
third, the penalties provided in the event of failure to comply with the 
provisions contained in the sections quoted above also appear definite 
and conclusive. Therefore, we beg to present the opinion that any 
amendment to the Grand Lodge Constitution arising out of the enact¬ 
ment referred to above may not serve any useful purpose. 

We are fully conscious, however, of a common error inherent in 
many of our members, namely, neglect; the result of this error being, 
that many fail to acquaint themselves with the duties they have 
solemnly sworn faithfully to perform, pleading ignorance and over¬ 
sight, if by chance they have committed any act not in accordance 
with instructions 

To overcome, in some degree at least, this defect and to guard 
against any deviation from the instructions set out in the sections 
referred to above, we beg to submit the following recommendation: 
That it shall be the practice of the Grand Master, through the Office 
of the Grand Secretary, to include together with the Commission to 
District Deputy Grand Masters, full and complete instructions in 
respect to dormant or inactive Lodges in his District, to specifically 
point out the provisions contained in sections 91, 92 and 93 of the 
Constitution of the Grand Lodge of Alberta, I.O.O.F. 

We feel in making this recommendation, if carried out, that it 
would assist in a direct way in providing greater security, and pre¬ 
venting any abuse by an otherwise uninformed membership. 
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In order, however, that there may be no misunderstanding as to 
the intent of the provisions already provided in the sections now in 
effect and quoted above, we intend to take such action as will provide 
the members of Grand Lodge the opportunity for further safeguards 
if considered advisable.

I have scrutinized the Accounts 
Receivable, and while the amount is somewhat less than last year, 
nevertheless it has been considered advisable to increase the Reserve 
for Bad Debts by $75.00 to take care of all possible losses. 

I attended at the Imperial Bank, Calgary, in company with your 
Manager, and examined the Investments held by your Company, and 
found same to be in order,-all interest having been duly received and 
deposited in the accounts of the Company. The Dominion of Canada 
Bonds are all fully registered. 

The usual rates of Depreciation have been taken on Buildings and 
Furniture and Fixtures, and the improvements are now written down 
to $304.10. 

The Revenue Account shows a loss of $249.33, which is the lowest 
it has been for a number of years. There is a slight improvement in 
the revenue derived from rents of some $300.00 and the operating 
expenses have been reduced by approximately $1,000.00, which is 
responsible for the improvement shown in the Revenue Account. 

Subject to the foregoing remarks, I am of the opinion that the

Northover, was 
instructed to obtain further information and samples, if possible, 
before making any committments.

The Grand Secretary reported that Brother Matheson, of Donalda 
Lodge No. 150, had been granted an “Old Age Pension” and that pay¬ 
ments to him had ceased on the payment of the allowance for March, 
1943. Both Donalda Lodge and Brother Matheson had expressed their 
thanks for the assistance given. 

Brother M. C. Huff, of Bowden Lodge No. 31, was also reported 
to be now receivnig the “Old Age Pension”, and payments to him had 
stopped with the December, 1942, allowance. The Lodge and Brother 
Huff have also expressed their appreciation for the assistance granted.

Information Relative to the Work of the Educational Foundation 

I.O.O.F. 

At the 1924 session of the Association of Rebekah Assemblies an 
Educational Committee was appointed. The work of this committee 
culminated in the adoption of legislation at the session of the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge, held in Hot Springs, Arkansas, in 1927, creating the 
Educational Foundation I.O.O.F. The Foundation is administered 
directly under the supervision of the Sovereign Grand Lodge by a Board 
of nine Trustees. Briefly, the accomplishments of the Foundation since 
that time are here stated. 

A Total of 516 borrowers in 47 jurisdictions have received 1,449 
advancements of money totalling $181,983.00 since the first loan was 
made September 5th, 1928. Fourteen are in school. Three hundred 
and seventy-seven paid their accounts in full; 111 are liquidating 
accounts. There are thirteen doubtful accounts. 

Donations to the Trust Fund from September 29, 1927, to January 
1, 1944, totalled $142,517.84. Borrowers have paid back $143,180.82. 
This, with the Trust Fund, has made $285,698.66 available for loans. 
A total of $32,802.18 is outstanding on loans; $50,000.00 is invested in 
Series “G” U.S. Bonds; $9,000.00 in Canadian Victory Bonds, and 
$5,000.00 in each of seven Federal Savings and Loan Associations. 
The balance is on deposit in the name of the Sovereign Grand Lodge 
in banks fully protected, and all receipts and disbursements are 
handled by officers covered by ample bonds. 

Loans have been made to borrowers preparing for professions as 
follows: 4 architects; 35 business administrators; 67 stenographers, 
secretaries, etc.; 3 designers; 2 dieticians; 7 dentists; 19 doctors of 
medicine; 1 optician; 1 podiatrist; 39 engineers; 12 journalists; 5 law¬ 
yers; 2 librarians; 14 mechanics; 4 ministers; 5 morticans; 22 nurses; 
3 osteopaths; 5 pharmacists; 18 scientists; 196 teachers; 6 veterin¬ 
arians, etc. 
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Over one hundred, under obligation to the Foundation when war i 
was declared, have entered some branch of the service. In spite of J 
government regulations declaring a moratorium on such loans for the > 
duration, all except five have made regular payments, many having f 
settled their accounts in full. The funds of the Foundation have made 
a complete revolution. Our experience table is considered above ' 
average. 

Please note that the Educational Foundation is in a position to 
advance money to all applicants qualifying, just as soon as the investi¬ 
gation can be completed. It is seldom possible to complete an investi- ' 
gation, secure the decision of the Executive Committee and get a check 
into the hands of the borrowers under six weeks. Applications should 
should be filed three months in advance of need. 

Due to the fact that most young people of college age are in the 
army, or going soon, the present demands on the Foundation are light. 
When these young people return to civilian life the demands on the 
Foundation and similar institutions will be great. We must prepare 
for that day. Hence, the necessity to contribute to the funds of the 
Foundation as generously as possible. Odd Fellowship must not be 
found wanting when the demand comes.

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18. NOTICES OF MOTION 

The following Notices of Motion to amend the Constitution of the 
Grand Lodge of Alberta and the Constitution of Subordinate Lodges 
have been received, and the required copies have been sent to each 
Subordinate Lodge: 

Subordinate Lodge Constitution 

March 30th, 1943. 

To the Grand Lodge of Alberta, I.O.O.F. 

I hereby give notice that at the 1944 Session of this Grand Lodge, 
I will move, or this notice will authorize any member to so move: 

That section 58 of the Subordinate Lodge Constitution be repealed 
and the following substituted therefor: 

58. The regular terms of a Subordinate Lodge may be annual or 
semi-annual as shall be provided for in the By-laws of the Lodge. When 
the By-laws provide for weekly meetings the terms may be semi¬ 
annual, from January 1st to June 30th, and from July 1st to December 
31st, or from April 1st to September 30th, and from October 1st to 
March 31st, of the succeeding year; and when the By-laws provide for 
semi-monthly meetings or annual terms, the terms of the Lodge shall 
be from January 1st to December 31st, or from April 1st to March 31st 
I of the succeeding year, or from July 1st to June 30th of the succeeding 
year, or from October 1st to September 30th of the succeeding year. 
Provided that where, by By-law, the Lodge shall have provided for a 
yearly term with weekly meetings; it may further provide that, during 
not to exceed any three consecutive months in any term, regular meet¬ 
ings may he held semi-monthly instead of weekly. It is provided, 
however, that when a Subordinate Lodge shall be resuscitated or 
instituted and its officers installed less than fourteen (14) regular 
meetings previous to the expiration of the regular term in which it 
shall have been resuscitated or instituted then the officers thereof shall 
serve the next succeeding regular term, this period to be called a 
Special Term; but if a subordinate Lodge is resuscitated or instituted 
during the first half of a regular term so that fourteen (14) or more 
regular meetings still remain in the said regular term, this period to 
be called a short term; provided that the foregoing shall in no way be 
construed to affect the fiscal terms of the Lodge, which shall be from 
January 1st to June 39th, and from July 1st to December 3'lst of each 
year.

That the Constitution of the Grand Lodge be amended, by adding 
thereto a new Section, numbered 104B, and captioned “Funeral Benefit 
and Expense Fund”, and reading as follows: 
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“The Grand Lodge shall establish a Fund, to be known as the 
‘Funeral Benefit and Expense Fund’ for the purpose of providing for 
the payment of Funeral Benefits or Funeral Expenses of and for all 
qualified brothers of this Grand Jurisdiction. 

“Upon the decease of a member of a Subordinate Lodge under the 
jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, who, at the time of the beginning of 
the sickness or accident which resulted in his death, was a member in 
good standing in a Subordinate Lodge, which Subordinate Lodge is 
in good standing in the Grand Lodge, the Subordinate Lodge shall 
suitably advise the Grand Secretary of the death, and the Grand 
Secretary shall forward to the Subordinate Lodge in which the deceased 
brother held membership, the sum of $75.00, to be used by them either 
as a Funeral Expense or as a Funeral Benefit. 

“When the funeral expenses of a deceased brother shall have been 
paid by the Government, or by any corporation, society or other organ¬ 
ization of which the deceased brother was a member, and when no 
Funeral Benefit is desired or required, the Grand Lodge shall pay to 
the Subordinate Lodge in which the deceased brother held membership, 
the sum of $75.00, which sum the Subordinate Lodge shall deposit to the 
credit of its Widows’ and Orphans’ Fund. 

“The Grand Lodge shall derive revenue for its Funeral Benefit 
and Expense Fund from a tax to be paid by each of its Subordinate 
Lodges, which tax shall be computed at the rate of 75 cents per 
member—excepting non-beneficial and non-contributing members— 
for each unsuspended member as shown in its books, and shall be 
payable semi-annually to the Grand Lodge in the same manner and at 
the same time as the regular General Fund Per Capital Tax.”

I herewith give notice that, at the next session of the Grand Lodge, 
to be held in Calgary in March, 1944, I will move, or cause to be moved, 
the following: 

“That the Constitution for Subordinate Lodges in Alberta be 
amended by the repealing of Sections 114 and 114A.” 

It is understood that this amendment will be withdrawn if no 
provision is made in the Constitution of the Grand Lodge for a “Funeral 
Benefit and Expense Fund.”

To the Grand Lodge of Alberta, I.O.O.F. 

I hereby give notice that at the next Session of the Grand Lodge of 
Alberta, I.O.O.F., held in the City of Calgary, in March, 1944, I will 
move, or cause to be moved, the following: 
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That .Section 92 of the Constitution of the Grand Lodge of Alberta, 
I.O.O.F., be amended by inserting after the word “COURT'S”, in the 
eleventh line the following: 

“Lodges are specially forbidden to dispose of their Regalia or 
Properties without permission of the Grand Master, and similarly, 
Lodges are forbidden to purchase or acquire Regalia or Properties 
from other Lodges without special permission of the Grand Master. 

“In all such cases the application to the Grand Master must include 
a description of the Regalia or Properties involved in sale, purchase 
or acquirement, arid the price agreed upon. The violation of this 
regulation will make such violation liable to the penalties provided 
in the preceding paragraph.” 


So that when so amended said section will read: 

“The funds and property of the Subordinate 'Lodges are by the 
provisions of their charters and the laws of the Order held only in trust 
for charitable purposes and must be applied solely to these purposes; 
donating them for other than such purposes, or in any manner dividing 
them among the members individually, is a violation of such trust and 
the law, the penalty for which is expulsion, and any member partici¬ 
pating in such illegal diversion of Lodge property from its legitimate 
objects will be held personally responsible for the money or effects so 
diverted and will be liable to prosecution by the Grand Lodge in the 
civil courts. Lodges are specially forbidden to dispose of their Regalia 
or Properties without permission of the Grand Master, and similarly 
Lodges are forbidden to purchase or acquire Regalia or Properties 
from other Lodges without special permission of the Grand Master. 
In all such cases the application to the Grand Master must include a 
description of the Regalia or Property involved in sale, purchase, or 
acquirement, and the price agreed upon. The violation of this regula¬ 
tion will make such violation liable to the penalties provided in the pre¬ 
ceding paragraph and if a Subordinate Lodge shall fail from any cause 
to work, all monies and properties together with the charter shall be 
surrendered to the Grand Lodge, to be held in trust and applied as here¬ 
inafter provided.”

19. STATE OF THE ORDER 

From the viewpoint of the Grand Secretary’s work, the failure of 
Lodges to forward Semi-Annual Reports causes the greatest difficulty. 
Out of 79 Lodges only 54 had forwarded June 30th Reports before 
December 31st, 1943. Of these 

29 were received in July 
19 were received in August 
2 were received in September 
2 were received in October 
2 were received in November 

In this respect, the Lodges which operate on yearly terms are the 
greatest offenders. Their attention is called to the fact that Semi- 
Annual Reports are required, when blank copies are sent them, but 
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they still disregard this request. At the date of this writing it is not 
possible to give the number of reports received for December 31st, 1943, 
but reference will be made to this figure in the Supplementary Report. 

The following Lodges are dormant and immediate action is re¬ 
quired: Nos. 20, 23, 36, 131. 

A number of Lodges are also extremely negligent in replying to 
correspondence. Several requests have been received from Lodges 
both within this jurisdiction and from other jurisdictions, to secure 
information re the membership of brothers who wished to affiliate with 
some other Lodge and had been unable to secure the information from 
his own Lodge In several instances, it has been necessary to supply 
this information from the Grand Secretary’s office, secured from the 
Semi-Annual Reports of the Lodge concerned. This is not a satis¬ 
factory procedure. 

20. GRAND SIRE’S PROMOTIONAL PROGRAM 

Twenty Lodges applied for and received the booklets printed under 
this program. On checking the returns from these Lodges, it is found 
that twenty-three of the prospects who received this literature out of 
nine of the Lodges, have become initiated into the Order.

REPORT OF AUDITOR 

Calgary, Feruary 9th, 1944. 

To the Grand Master, Officers and Members, 

of the Grand Lodge of Alberta, I.O.O.F. 

I have conducted an audit of the books of your Grand Secretary 
and Grand Treasurer for the year ended December 31st, 1943, and have 
pleasure in submitting herewith the usual Financial Statements, and 
beg to report as follows: 

The Cash on hand and the Balance in the several Bank Accounts 
have been verified by me, and certified to me by the Manager of the 
Royal Bank of Canada, Calgary. 

I attended at the Royal Bank in company with your Grand Secre¬ 
tary, and examined the Bonds deposited there on behalf of the Home 
Fund Trustees and Defunct Lodges Fund, and found same to be in 
order. During the past year Dominion of Canada Bonds to the value 
of $1,500.00 were purchased for the Home Fund and $400.00 for the 
Defunct Lodges Fund. 

The Income and Expenditure Account shows an excess of income 
over expenditure of $1,130.73, which is slightly better than last year. 
However, there is a drop of $1,100.00 in the Per Capita Tax for 1943, 
but this is overcome by the non-payment of the mileage and per diem, 
and the fact that there was no assessment to the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge, all other expenditures being in line with previous years. 

Subject to the foregoing remarks, I certify that the attached 
Balance Sheet and accompanying Statements are properly drawn up 
so as to exhibit a true and correct view of the financial position of 
Grand Lodge as at December 31st, 1943, according to the best of my 
information and the explanations given to me, and as shown by the 
books of your Grand Secretary. I have obtained all information and 
explanations I have required.

SUPPLEMENTARY REPORT OF GRAND MASTER 

March 6th, 1944. 

To the Officers and Members, 

Grand Lodge of Alberta. 

Dear Brothers: 

I herewith submit my supplementary report as from January 24th 

to the present date: 

VISITATIONS 

January 27th—'Crescent Lodge No. 81, Calgary. A splendid meeting 
which was attended by a large number of members and visitors 
from the Calgary Lodges, also some Brothers from Cochrane. A 
decision to assist the victims of a fire near Calgary was readily 
adopted, and the Brothers of Calgary are to be commended for the 
help given to these people in distress. 

January 2'8th—Alberta Lodge No. 1. A surprise visit, but neverthe¬ 
less a good meeting. The Brothers of No. 1 also agreed to assist 
the victims of the fire. 

February 14th—I travelled to Mirror and tried to round up the mem¬ 
bers of the Lodge. This Lodge has been dormant for the past year. 
I was unsucccessful in securing enough to hold a meeting, only 
two Brothers being able to meet me. This was accounted for by 
some being sick, and others working. After spending some time 
with the two Brothers I met, Brothers Thomas and McLeod, they 
promised to try and hold a meeting the following week. This 
they did, because I have received a letter from the N.G., 
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saying that seven Brothers attended a meeting, and finally decided 
that it would be impossible for them to carry on. I regret that 
time did not permit me to visit them again, and I would suggest 
that the incoming Grand Master attend to this Lodge as soon 
as possible. 

February 21st—Edson Lodge No. 92. Owing to a bad storm I was 
forced to travel by bus and therefore arrived late. However, we 
had a good meeting, and I was privileged to assist in installing 
the Officers. This is another of our railroad towns, and it is hard 
for the members to get away from work to attend meetings on 
account of the shortage of men on the railroad. However, the 
Officers installed all seemed to be of the right calibre to carry 
the Lodge through these trying times. 

DECISION 

From Wetaskiwin Lodge No. 8. 

Statement—Brother L. Mellett, who was initiated in the year 1913 in 
Oxbow Lodge No. 54, Jurisdiction of .Saskatchewan, and which 
Lodge went defunct in the year 1921. He was granted a Defunct 
Lodge Card by the Grand Lodge of .Saskatchewan on July 9th, 
1921. He made application to join Wetaskiwin Lodge No. 8, 
but before completing membership by signing the members’ 
register of this Lodge he was taken sick and did not re-apply and 
complete membership in Westakiwin Lodge No. 8 until February 
10th, 1930. 

Question—If Brother Mellett pays the Per Capita Tax for the period 
he was sick, is he eligible to receive a Veteran’s Jewel ?

A perusal of the Grand Secretary’s report will give a better 
picture than I can put into words For the increase in Membership 
I wish to extend to the Membership at large my sincere thanks for 
the renewed interest being taken in Oddfellowship.

I had made two unsuccessful attempts, and on February 7th Brother

to complete his audit. 

The revenue of the General Fund is $3,581.56 as against estimated

the items show under-expenditures. 

There is a surplus on operation of the General Fund in the amount 
of $1,130.73, and only one small amount of Per Capita Tax has been 
written off.

In conclusion, your Committee on Finance wish to go on record as 
commending the work of the Grand Treasurer and the Grand Secretary 
as to the accuracy of their accounts and reports and, particularly the 
Grand Secretary for his co-operation in assisting the Committee with

During the years it has been our privilege to attend the Sessions 
of this Grand Body, we have at all times watched with interest the 
progress, or otherwise, of this Order, and have endeavored to discover 
the reasons for the adversity whenever the reports submitted con¬ 
tained such a condition. 

We recall many reports, sometimes in graphic form, presented 
to the Grand Lodge, by committees and individuals, and may we say, 
we do appreciate fully the work entailed in such detailed presentations, 
as for instance, one prepared and presented by Brother J. H. Ross, 
P.G.M., a few years ago, as well as a more condensed report by the 
Grand Secretary, Brother Northover, in his report for 1942, and which 
may be found on page 59, Journal of Proceedings for 1943. 

We cannot help but feel concerned at this time over the apparent 
apathy within the membership at large, and the lack of appreciation 
of what these reports convey to this Grand Lodge. The following are 
facts, and must be realized now, that the next decade will see the end 
of this Grand Lodge, and the activities among Odd Fellows as such 
will be but history unless each member of this Grand Lodge, and each 
member in this Grand Jurisdiction resolve here and now to put a stop 
to the adverse condition. 
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Your Committee contends that the responsibility for the conditions 
of Oddfellowship, for the progress, or lack of progress, within the 
organization must at all times he considered as a personal and in¬ 
dividual matter. We further contend no organization can exceed the 
ideal or the desire of the membership, and also no organization can 
advance far beyond the leaders who have been chosen to guide them in 
their activities. 

If the above are fundamental facts, may we suggest that we should 
resolve to stop the decline in membership now. That we adopt the 
Slogan: “EACH ONE GET ONE.” That we adopt the Objective, 
“EACH ONE GET ONE MEMBER.” 

The results in the attainment of the above objective can and must 
be measured by the enthusiasm with which each member accepts his 
duty and the responsibility to the call for service in the name of Odd¬ 
fellowship. He must also realize that the present is the most urgent, 
the need never greater, both as to the call for additional members as 
to the spreading of the Gospel taught by Oddfellowship. 

May we further suggest how this objective may become realized 
in a most effective way. 

The District Deputy Grand Master of each District shall be the 
promoter of the project; he shall in turn instruct the Noble Grand of 
each Lodge in his District to cause the program to be put into effect 
and to see that a reasonable amount of effort is carried on in each 
Lodge. 

It shall be the duty of the District Deputy Grand Master, as he 
makes his report to the Grand Master once a month, to include in said 
report the success or otherwise of his efforts, and to offer such sug¬ 
gestions as in his opinion may assist in the successful carrying out of 
the program in order that the results will be most gratifying and 
successful. 

Having thus adopted an objective worthy of attainment, nothing 
but good can come from the efforts applied towards the accomplish¬ 
ment of a desired goal.

“58. The regular terms of a Subordinate Lodge may be annual 
or semi-annual as shall be provided for in the By-laws of the 
Lodge. When the By-laws provide for weekly meetings the terms 
may be semi-annual, from January 1st to June 30th, and from 
July 1st to December 31st, and when the By-laws provide for 
semi-monthly meetings or annual terms, the terms of the Lodge 
shall be from January 1st to December 31st, or from July 1st to 
June 30th of the succeeding year. Provided that where, by By-law, 
the Lodge shall have provided for a yearly term with weekly 
meetings; it may further provide that, during not to exceed any 
three consecutive months in any term, regular meetings may be 
held semi-monthly instead of weekly. It is provided, however, 
that when a Subordinate Lodge shall be resuscitated or instituted 
and its officers installed less than fourteen (14) regular meetings 
previous to the expiration of the regular term in which it shall 
have been resuscitated or instituted then the officers thereof shall 
serve the next succeeding regular term, this period to be called a 
Special Term; but if a Subordinate Lodge is resuscitated or 
instituted during the first half of a regular term so that fourteen 
(14) or more regular meetings still remain in the said regular 
term, this period to be called a short term; provided that the 
foregoing shall in no way be construed to affect the fiscal terms 
of the Lodge, which shall be from January 1st to June 30th, and 
from July 1st to December 31st, of each year.” 

With these recommendations and amendments we recommend its 
adoption.
